INTERVIEW SUMMARY

Dear Sir: 

A telephonic interview was conducted on June 22, 2006, between Examiner Gail 
Verbitsky and Applicants' attorney, Robert Richardson, regarding the above-identified patent 
application. 

No exhibits were shown or demonstrated. 

Claims discussed were Claims 1,15, and 26. The drawings were also discussed. 

No prior art was discussed. 

Agreement with respect to the claims was reached. 

The Substance of the Interview is as follows: 

Applicants' attorney called Examiner Verbitsky on June 22, 2006, regarding a Final 
Office Action mailed May 19, 2006 because the Final Office Action stated that "first and second 
chambers" and "a second axis which is not collinear with the second axis" was not shown in the 
drawings and that a drawing of revised FIGURE 2A received (via fax) with an amendment on April 
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3, 2006, was not of sufficient quality to permit examination (but the drawings in Applicants' 
attorney's file showed these features). The Examiner indicated that due to low quality of the 
informal drawings, the Examiner could not see two chambers and two axes. Because the Examiner 
could not see in the drawings these features that were added as limitations in the Amendment filed 
April 3, 2006, the Examiner stated that the Final Office Action was issued. 

Applicants' attorney stated that the Applicants' attorney's copies of the drawings showed 
these features. Applicants' attorney suggested, and the Examiner agreed, that Applicants' attorney 
should submit a higher quality copy of revised FIGURE 2A to the Examiner. Applicants' attorney 
immediately faxed a higher quality copy of FIGURE 2 A to the Examiner. 

After receipt of the higher quality copy of FIGURE 2 A via fax, the Examiner called back 
Applicants' attorney. The Examiner stated that she could see in the higher quality faxed copy of 
FIGURE 2 A the features required to overcome the objections and rejections (that is, two chambers 
and two axes). 



However, the Examiner also stated that the quality of the drawings was not sufficient for 
an issued patent and that formal drawings would be required. Applicants' attorney suggested that a 
Notice of Allowance should be issued with a requirement to submit formal drawings.
